Tremendous  scarlet,  cup-shaped 
flowers  of  brightest  crimson -scarlet,  with  large  purplish 
black  blotches  at  the  base  of  the  petals,  creating  a  won¬ 
derful  contrast  when  blooms  open.  They  add  brilliancy 
that  no  other  flowers  can  provide.  3  feet. 

Nudicaule  (Iceland  Poppy).  The  Iceland  Poppy  is  a 
plant  of  neat  habit,  forming  a  tuft  of  bright  green  fern- 
foliage  from  which  spring,  throughout  the  entire  season,  a 
profusion  of  slender  stems  a  foot  high,  each  graced  with 
cup-shaped  flowers  of  yellow  or  orange. 


PACHYSANDRA  Terminalis  (Japan  Spurge).  A 
trailing  plant  6  to  8  inches  high,  forming  broad  mats  of 
glossy  green  foliage.  A  ground  cover  which  will  thrive 
under  pine  trees  and  in  shade.  Is  used  mostly  for  edging 
evergreen  plantings  and  bordering  walks  and  drives. 

An  early  Spring-flowering  plant 
with  pretty  moss-like,  evergreen  foliage,  which  during  the 
flowering  season  in  April  and  May  is  hidden  under  the 
bloom.  An  excellent  plant  for  the  rockery. 

PLATYCODON  (Balloon  Flower).  Blooms  constantly 
from  July  until  late  September;  flowers  are  large  bell-sha¬ 
ped  in  numerous  long  racemes,  blue  and  white.  2  feet. 

POLYANTHUS  (Hardy  Primrose).  The  Polyanthus 
is  an  indispensable  Spring  flower,  should  be  used  largely 
in  flower  beds  and  rockeries,  yellow  and  red.  6  in.  high.
